The Mexican Falcon.

One of the most beautiful birda on the plains la the prairie falcon 
known also as the Mexican falcon, or Lanier (Faleo Mexicanus , Lich¬ 
tenstein variety Polyagrus). I have seen several 
on the high lauds of the Kocky Mountains, where 
they remain during the Summer season and rear 
their young. They have brown feathers on the 
bsck, each feather having a light ronnded tip 
which Is graceful enough. The breast has many 
long dark spots, shaped like arrow heads, on a 
yellowish-white ground. The wings and tail are 
long; bill large, well curved and toothed, as is the 
esse with all falcons. Feet strong In proportion 
to the size of the bird, with sharp and finely curved 
claws. The throat is white with brown feathers 
reaching down from the opening of tbe bill. The 
bill and claws are pale blue. Naturalists regard 
the falcons as the most highly or completely 
organized of rapacious birds. 

On the 3rd of September, 1875, while stopping at 
Philips's ranche.on the Chngwater, as I was about 
to sit down to breakfast with Col. Dudley and 
several other officers, I heard a terrible commotion 
among the magpies in the trees a short distance 
above the ranche. Mr. Philips was out with his 
shot gun, but, for some reason or other declined 
to fire at the hawk (as we all then called the 
falcon). Asking him to loan me his gun I brought 
the bold intruder down, and no sooner had him 
dead in my band than 1 felt remorse for what 1 had 
done. Tbe falcon, for this I soon found tbe bird 
to be, Is one of the gameat of living birds, and 1 
had killed it while It was battling against the 
hateful magpies, which—though among the hand¬ 
somest of mountain birda—is at the same time 
one of the meanest. Magpies are the natural 
enemies of the horses that are turned out by the 
banters and mountaineers, and sometimes com¬ 
mencing at their sore backs, they fairly eat the 
poor animal up alive. The torture these magpies 
inflict upon the horses almost exceeds belief. 

On this account I felt remorse for what I had 
done. A mountain man never misses an oppor¬ 
tunity to kill a magpie, who is at once the most 
cruel and Impudent of birds. 

In length tbe Mexican falcon is abont 17 inches, 
with a stretch of wings of 41 inches; the wings 
from carpal joint measure 19 inches. Its motions 
sre quick though exceedingly graceful, and iu its 
flight it cuts the air like an arrow. Like all of 
the Falconldct or diurnal birds of prey it is always 
stern and unrelenting in appearance, and is ever 
on the lookout to capture and eat some bird more 
feeble than Itself. This falcon Is met with in the 
highest portions of the Rocky Mountain ranges, 
where It stays during the Snmmer prejing upon 
rats, mice, prairie gophers and squirrels, and such 
birds as are weaker than itself. The falcons are 
noted for their ferocity and bravery, and are never 
loath to attack an enemy much larger and stronger 
than themselves. The provisions of nature In 
regard to birds are wonderful, and excite In us 
the greatest Interest. They can see at a great 
distance, their large, piercing eyes seeming to 
hsve the power of looking through almost any 
object that comes In their way. They fly short 
distances, and are never known to soar in the blue 
empyrean like large hawks, eagles and vultures. 

They are emphatically business-like birds, and 
take tbe most direct method to obtain a breakfsst. 

In the colony of magpies they evidently thonght 
they were doing right, and were entitled to com¬ 
mendation Instead of having shot thrown at 
them. I think the one I killed had not bad much 
intercourse with civilized men, or savages for that 
matter, and had perhaps followed the Chegwater 
down, from its sources In the Black Hills of 
Wyoming, until It found the magpie colony near 
"Portugulse Philips's," and commenced the 
Assault at once. Mr. Philips told me that the 
'"hawk never hesitated about attacking the mag¬ 
pies, who had their nests in tbe cottonwoods and 
thick bunches of willows that lined the stream, and Invariably came 
out victorious unless he went out to tbe assistance of the magpies. 

In the celebrated Bridgewater treatise respecting animals, the Rev. 
William Kirby says: "The last order of birds, the Aae«**ri. Includes 
those that are moat perfect In their form, and all are remarkable for 
their predatory habits. Their power of wing and talon, and beak, dls- 


terrestrial birds vie with them in magnitude, and some of the aquatic 
ones, as we have teen, exceed them In extent of wing and untired 
flight, yet none can come near them In the unison of all those 
qualities which constitute their claim to the first rank amongst 
birds.* It is here that the falcons belong. 

In Europe In early times the nobles vied with each other In the supe¬ 
riority and number of their falcons to be used in falconry, or the prac-

of owls among the nocturnal. The eagles, falcons and hawks, prefer 
living animals for their food, and do not prey upon carrion unless 
driven thereto by hunger, differing in this respect from tbe other dl- 
ornal birda of prey. The remale falcoo, as in other birda of prey, is 
folly one-tbird larger than the male, and haa liner shape and plumage. 
For this inferiority of size the male la often called a lerctl, or third. 
Theae birda are flerce in their diapoattione and difficult to tame, though 
in former limes, after great pains had been taken 
with them, they had been trained ao as to be 
of assistance in bunting. 

The Prairie or Mexican falcons are found from 
the eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains to 
tbe Paciflc, aod southward into Mexico. They 
cannot be said to be numerous, though they 
are occasionally seen in the highlands. I saw 
three of them during the Summer of 1876. 

Migration of Birds—What Uuides Them. 

Now, the question will be asked, "How are the 
birds guided upon tbeir journcyf" It is hard to 
answer. Naturalists know something about it. 
but very little indeed. We know that many birds, 
the geese for instance, put themselves under the 
direction of a leader, and we know that this leader 
is an old bird which has made the journey often 
before. Many birds are batched so late in the 
season that they are too young and feeble to make 
the journey at the time their friends start for the 
Bouth. Therefore, they are left behind, and, 
although they soon grow up and become strong 
enough to migrate, they do not know the way. 
and, as there is no old bird to show them the path, 
they are compelled to stay through Winter and 
live upon such food as they are able to find. We 
see from this that the journey is not directed 
merely by instinct, but that some experience is 
also necessary, for, if it were not, young birds 
could And tbeir way as well as old ones. Then we 
cannot understand how it is that geese become 
confused and lost in stormy weather, unless we 
believe that they find their way by memory of the 
landmarks. No one who watches a troop of swal¬ 
lows, when they are preparing to leave us in the 
Fall, can doubt that the knowledge of the older 
birds Is very important. As tbe time for migra¬ 
tion draws near, these birds gather in large flocks 
and spend several days preparing for the journey. 
They keep up an Incessant twittering and often 
start off for a short flight In order to try their 
wings. When at lust they hsve learned the sur- 
ronnding country so well that they will have no 
difficulty In recognizing it when they return, they 
mount into the air together at a signal from a 
leader, and begin their long voyage to tbe south. 

These noisy consultations and preliminary 
flights would not be necessary If the migration 
were entirely due to instinct;-and those who have 
examined the subject tbe most carefully, 
conclude that both instinct and experience have 
part in it.— St. Xicholao for April. 

Instinct of Wild (ieese. 

The SI. Loult Republican says; "Dr. Lankford, 
who returned a day or two since front tbe south¬ 
eastern part of the stale, mentions the following 
curious fact in history. lie gives the statement 
on tbe authority of Mr. W. R. Smith, a leading 
farmer and miller living near Morley, in Scott 
county, Missouri. Abont a year ago Mr. Smith 
captured two young wild geese, and raised them 
with the balance of his domestic goslings. The 
wild ones became quite tame and look kindly to 
the changes of civilized life. They adapted tbeir 
habits to the ordinary delights of the barn-yard, 
and swam in the pond with the tame geese, with¬ 
out showing a disposition to go on a wild goose 
chase. At length, about the 4th of November, the 
weather began to change, and after being domes 
tlcated some eight months, the wild fellows, 
prompted by an instinct to seek a more sunny 
clime on the approach of Winter, spread their 


tlce of taking wild fowls or game by means of falcons; and the life of 
a man. woman or child of the lower classes was considered by a Nor¬ 
man Baron to be of less value than that of a favorite hawk. 

The birds used in Falconry were very much like the Laniers or Mex¬ 
ican Falcons, which we have been describing In this article. 

The birds of prey or accipilrte Include eagles, falcons, hawks, vul- 


wings to the breeze and started on a migratory 
tour, flying southward. Their departure was 
natural and to be expected. After an absence of 
two montbs.early in January, great was Mr. Smith's 
*orpriM to fled, on getting up one mornittv 
that the two wild geese had returned to tbeir old haunts on his farm' 
They not only returned, but eleven more wild geese came with them 
a* visitor*, which they piloted safely from pome southern bayou 
The new comers made tbemeelvea at home, and were fed and fondled 
by the children. They come up to tbe mill at feeding time to get 
their ration*, and gabble altogether, and out on all the air* of civilized 
geeae who have had a good moral training."

Krt'otlintc the Horse.

Kim Ton Cdicauo Fiild:—I wend you herewith the copy of a paper 
prepared by me at the invitation or the American Institute ririueri' 
Club, which wo* read thin afteruoou,

Gentlemen* of the American Institute Fortners' Club: 

Many thank* for your invitation to prepare a paper ou the ••llorae 
t^uealiou" ae embraced under the geueral head*: Different breed*, 
croa*iug breed* to procure particular re*u>l* or qualities. thoroughbred*, 
fancy strain*, aud breediug for profit In thi* aectiou of the Uulted 
Stales. I am afraid that what knowledge I pontes* on the subject* 
named Is ao meagre a« to make It acarcely worthy your time or Atten¬ 
tion, but what 1 nave l* at your coinmaud, of the drat four point* uu 
der the general head 1 really know uotblug, except that I believe the 
Ainericau trotting home to be oue of the moat useful animals known, 
uot exactly in the light of a racing machine, but a* a useful domestic 
animal, oue capable of being used for every purpose known. In pleas 
tire or Id business. It is a breed capable of nu immense amount of 
work of a certain kind, especially light draught work; (hat when 
•‘hitched" to a couutry wagou or carry-all will jog aloug fast euougb for 
all practicable purpose*, while as a whole uiucty out of a hundred cau 
be driven from one end of Manbatleu Island to another by any mail or 
woman with averuge intelligence. The improvement of Ibis class of 
horses ia worthy the attention of farmers everywhere, uot only from 
the merely human point, but because it must eventually be the source 
of great revenue to this country. 

Therefore the tlfth point of your Invitation, “breeding for profit,“ is 
a subject to which l ihiuk every farmer In the United States should 
give moat careful and thoughtful attention, more especially that class 
owning or workiug a farm for which Is required the labor of four, aix 
or eight horses, half of which should be mares. lu the little travel I 
have nad durlug the last few years, 1 have often noticed (hat very mauy 
farmers possess flue-looking, big bodied mares, many, perhaps, a trifle 
coarse to critical eyes, but uot oue of which could not. with a little 
care aud some judgmeut, be made to produce a good percentage ou ibe 
capital iuvested iu ber without auy great loss of limejas far as usefulness. 

The natural tendency of the wealthy classes of our large cities siuce 
the war has beeu for show aud display iu horses aud equipages. The 
light skeleton wagou is rapidly giving way to the heavy phaetons aud 
dog carls for geutleuieii. aad to stylish carriages aud coupes for Indies. 
Already we have a four-in hand club, oue member of which followed 
the English style of driving at a public route, nearly the whole Sum¬ 
mer season, with a fair promise that be will do the same tins Summer, 
with more or less opposition from others auxious to shine lu the same 
sphere. Now, while these may be luxuries that our forefathers would 
scarcely thiuk conducive to a republican form ol government, It is a 
stile or affairs that every farmer possessing the mean* should assist all 
in his power, for it not only means horseflesh, but it means au mcreased 
demaud for bay, oats, corn and other prodnet* of the earib. 

Of course, this is no defeuse of the system from a political stand 
point. All such aristocratic uotious mean, of course, a ceutrali/.iiliou 
of money, to the advantage of the rich and to the lujury of the poor, 
but that the fact exists there can be 110 deuial. aud that it will coutloue 
to exist to the eud of time is nearly ascertaiu. Consequently It be 
hooves mose lu a position to beuedt by such ideas to make the most of 
the fashlou by raising horses fit for the work, uud he who excels will be 
the oue to make the most uiouey by it. When Mr Beuuett returned 
from England in 1875 he brought with hliu two four in baud teams, oue 
of roans (a very fashionable color) aud oue of goldeu chestnuts, that 
cost him well up in the thousands. Hard work iu New York aud New 
port quickly used up the foreigners, aud oue or more visits had to be 
made to Kentucky to flud horses to suit Mr. Bennett's somewhat 
fastidious taste. Hiving set, Q* It were, the fashion, other 
gentlemeu of means auu leisure followed Mr. Beunett's example, 
aud 1 kuow that nearly all tDe horse-breedlug localities were scoured by 
ageuts aud speculators to flud suitable horses. When Mr. l)e Lancey 
Kuuu first begau his dally trip to Pelham and back, be fouud great dif¬ 
ficulty iu obtaining horse* that suited his Ideas, lie did ot want to 
pay fancy prices, but he wanted horses sound iu every respect—not the 
heavy auimal my lady uses for fashionable calls or to go to church or 
the opera with, but the compact, wiry, fifteen hand annual, with pleuiy 
of style, capable of doing his eight mile* an hour aud repeat morning 
aud afternoon if necessary. The result was that the Western breeders 
quickly fouud a market for their stock, aud as there Is a coustaut and 
ateady demaud for carriage horses, both of the heavy kind, such as cau 
be seeu ou Fifth avenue daily, and of the medium kiud. such as the 
Four in Hand Club requires, it seems to me that the farmers resideut 
east of the Alleghaoles, especially those owning meadow or gras* laud 
aloug our water courses, csunoi do belter ihuu to turn their atteuliou 
to breeding. It certainly requires but little time. There need he no 
great expense, while the interest every iu«u aud woman bus in raising 
young stock would be such au agreable variutl n iu the dally routine of 
life as to at once become a pleasure as well as a profit. 

Auotber feature of the breediug interest should not be overlooked, 
and that is the chances this couutry affords for being the basis of sup¬ 
plies for European governments to obtain horses both for cavalry and 
artillery purposes. Hones have recently been shipped from Canada to 
England for domestic purpose*. They found a ready sale and were 
much admired ; aud no longer ago than last autuiuu that distinguished 
young statesman and turfite. Lord ttoseberry, said iu my preseuce that 
Do thought the domestic horse* of the Uulted Stales were among the 
best that he had ever seen, and that he thought eveutually there would 
he a great demaud for them. This must be taken iu connection with 
the fact that he was one of the original movers for the Investigation as 
to the deterioration of horses iu Great Britain, aud wrote the report 
made to the Uouse of Lords ou the subject. 1 kuow him to be an ad 
tnirer of the products and industries ui the United State*, aud that the 
country has in him a frieud who will uot hesitate a moment to call the 
Government a attention to the markets of the United Stales should 
fiuglaud ever need horseflesh for her cavalry, artillery or transportation 
corps. That the coutiueutal governments may eventually be compelled 
to look to us for the same material of war Is uot unlikely, although a* a 
whole, they are at tbe preseul time better supplied with horses than 
England, having given due attention to the subject of breediug horses 
seme year* ago. 

11a v lug thus endeavored to show that there is a market for our horses 
the next thing la to show how tbe market cau be supplied, uud iu (his 
respect I must crave your atteulion for a moment aud travel directly 
from the aubject matter of this paper. As a turf reporter It has loug 
teemed to me that nearly all the state and county agricultural societies 
have been soinewht neglectful of their true Interests, aud instead of en¬ 
couraging the breeding of useful auiiuals In their immediate districts 
by offeriug encouraging premium* for young stock, brood mares and 
•laltious. they have offered a few cheap medals, with little or no atten¬ 
tion or accommodation to exhibitors ortho exhibited. At the same 
time they have paid too much attention to the iron in.' of a lot of 
worthless geldings, which for any real use were not worth their shoes. 
Instead of risking so much money ou •■exhibitions of speed." the so¬ 
cieties ehontd buy a half or quarter Hambletoniao stallion, or a thor¬ 
oughbred stallion—the get of Lexington. Australian, or in fact auy 
well-bred sulllou— possessing bone and substance, with good trotting 
action If a trotter—a horse with Intelligence, that would 
at ouce win the eye. and If necessary pass the Inspection 
by a German or Russian Government Inspector An? as 
suclatlou adopting such a course, with the presumption that the horse 
would be lu the hands of # an honest, capable man. devoted to his bus- 
Inesa, would lu a few years introduce a new source of wealth to their 
members. Instead of I heir mare*, a* Is uow ofteu the case, dropping 
worthless colls and fillies, possessing neither shape nor strength, aud 
often inberlliug diseases reudered them at five years old only fit to drag 
out a miserable existence in a brick yard. Such an association would 
accomplish at least one object for which It was organized. Not only 
would the members of tbe association benefit by the services of their 
Bullion, but now Interests would spring up In the vicinity. Every 
breeder would oaturallv eudeavor to show tbe best stock, aud In course 
of time "horse fairs" womd become one of our most interesting Soring 
and Autumu holiday#. Buyer* would be attracted to the neighbour¬ 
hoods that excelled in auy special breeds. Borne couutle* would excel 
iu carriage horses; others In saddle horses. Oue would become famous 
for Us chestnuts; another for bays, blacks or grays, as Liocolushire In 
England is famous for its roans. 

A few word* more on the subject of stallions. I 1 armors and breeders 
cannot be too particular to wnat they broed their common mares. 
Cheap service by some big. perlpetellc. soft-looking brute, with a 
pedigree that la said to run back for a ceutury or two. should be 
especially avoided In fact. It should be made a criminal offense for 
soy man to "tramp" through the country with a stallion claiming a 
pedigree which Is plainly false. But what would be better, In iny 
estimation. Is that the several state governments should take the sub 
Joct In hand. No stallion should be publicly advertised without first 
having been duly examined by a competent veterinary surgeon, and if 
any pedigree is claimed it must he vouched for by proper proof, tha 
evidence of wbicb aball be duly set forth la tbe license that tbeam con¬ 
trolling tbe stallion shall be compelled to exhibit. No horse should be 
Hemmed for such public service that dost not come up to a standard to 
ha prescribed by a state agricultural board. Of courae the care moat 
not all be on the part of the horse—the mare should si least be healthy, 
of good alee, and properly token care of at all times. 


Personally, I would even go further in the matter of horse-breeding, 
aud would like to see the establishment In large agricultural districts 
of uatloual or state stud farms similar In character *0 the imperial 
Auras of Germany. Austria (Hungary) aud Russia, beiievlug that with 
proper economy aad thrift all money Invested would pay amply In the 
loug ran. Of course uuder our preaeut political system such au Idea is 
Utoplau, but it is a success lu Europe -ftisber, the winuer of last year's 
English Derby, having beeu bred on tbe Imperial farm at Klsber, liun 
gary, from whence he was sold as a yearling—aud there is no real rea¬ 
son why our own state ot uatloual government should uot give some 
support to au industry that cau be made so productive. 

Exportation of lloraea. 

One of the most noticeable effects following tbe gradual ducllne iu 
values, which almost, everything which can be bought and sold has un¬ 
dergone In this couutry, Is the exportation of horses to Great Britain. 
Mr. M. C. Weld, a dealer and exporter, gives tbe following views of the 
subject: 

All the space upon out-goiug steamers which can be socured is taken 
up for horses—upou some Hues weeks ahead. The styles of horses se¬ 
lected for this trade are good looking, medium sized "business" horses, 
generally some of them handsome aud stylish, some of them fa^-t trot¬ 
ters ; a good mauy are matched pairs, and they are calculated to do us 
credit, but will uot bring us large prices. Those that I have seeu 
would probably sell lu New York for $*» to $fU> each; a few that 
show considerable speed might sell for more, aud I believe some very 
fast trotters are to be suut out. 1 have just beeu 

lookiug at a lot of ltt heavy cattle aud *44 horses 
owned by Messrs. Bpears Bros., of Owen Souud, Ontario, which they 
are taking out by the Othello, of the Wilson line. The 

cattle are a good lot of heavy bullocks aud average *4,000 lbs. each ou 
their feel, One pair weighed 4.010 lbs. just before they were started to 
New York. It will tie Interesting to know what tbe sbriukage will be 
ou (be lot. The stalls will be fitted up for them ou tbe steamers deck, 
where they will stand two aud two iu stanchion*. The horse* are pro¬ 
vided with stalls ou the steerage deck; that is, under the main deck. 
They are very much such horses ns above described, young, in mod¬ 
erate flesh, rangy, good boned, very uniformly tall. In hands aud over 
with high withers and crests; loug stylish uecus aud good beads. Bev- 
era I with a little dressing up aud a few days’ rest, would bring $4»k) or 
f.MHl on - Itts street. The horses aud cattle are gettiug a few days' need 
ed rest, preparatory to thetr voyage, at Ho lie rl Moddart’s stables. 800 
Greeuwlcb street, which is gettiug to be pretty much headquarters lor 
out going as well as incoming horses and cattle. 

The horses shipped to England are very much superior to those re¬ 
cently seut to Scotland. The latter have beeu bought for a tramway 
company aud correspond with what are used here for the street cars 
and kuowu as "Streeters." 

The entire trade, 1 learn, is between Uanala and Great Britain, the 
burses being sent through in boud. Oue of the Brothers Spears took 
out a mixed lot last Autumn ;amoug them were several mares for which 
there was slow sale. The geldings, however, sold well, aud that is the 
character of this lot. The experience gained then gives tbe exporters 
confidence that they will suit the market better this lime, as well as the 
time of the year. Comparing these Canadian horses with those offered 
lu New York for sale, of equal character, there is a difference iu tbe 
cost to dealers amounting fully to the amount of the duty, 20 per coot. 

It is not worth while for us Americans to plume ourselves too much 
upon this trade In horseflesh; nor, as to the matter of that, for Canadi¬ 
ans either. Our horses are not so good as our beef, and yet they ought 
tube. There is so much that is excellent lu them that It seems almost 
criinli.nl that we do not breed, not ouly fast horses. Ibut powerful and 
stylish one*. We have been breeding almost exclusively for speed, 
aud have neglected tbe weightier matters. Those qualities which will 
sell a horse iu European market* are e .acllv those which will make one 
too valuable to ship. They are symmetry or proportion, beauty of form 
and color, grace of carriage (style aud action), muscular power, endur¬ 
ance (bottom), speed aua disposition-a kindly temper, high spirit, 
combined with "horse sense. I refer particularly to carriage horses, 
for these are those In which there is the most profit in raising and ship¬ 
ping. Aud for such use-that is, for the family carriage or park phie- 
tou—it Is notorious that we have uotblug which can be regarded aa a 
breed. Nor have we any breeds or families which we can cross and be 
sure of gettiug horses to meet this demand. 

Tbe blood of our best trotter* is of too doubtful a character—too 
mixed—to be reliable; aud that of the thoroughbred too violent a cross 
to give good results, as uumberless failures show. We are. it Is true, 
workiug up a breed of trotting horses which have the one quality of 
speed—or. perhaps, I should say, the qualities of speed aud bottom to 
recommend them ; yet. If one in teu possesses great speed, surely not 
more than one In twenty has speed and bottom combined. A great 
mauy good breeders are doing all they cau to add size io speed and 
bottom, but good look*, grandeur, power and style, in combination 
with the rest, are above uud beyoud their fondest hopes. We are doing 
all we cau for Immediate results. Among our breeder* few have suf¬ 
ficient wealth to attempt results which will not be seen for three or 
four generation*, aud so we are working, aud are likely to work, more 
or less at raudoni. 

Just uow 1 am, for a rather slow and even tempered man, wildly en¬ 
thusiastic about the Orloff carriage horse of Russia. So far as I can 
iudge. this I* the best horse In the world, and he is so because be Is the 
beef bred horse. Such a statement may seem straoge and of doubtful 
truth to mauy ueraouM, hut I would be glad to be put in ponaeealon of 
facts wbicb militate against the view lr It be not true. 

These horse* have been bred for just 100 yc-ara - since 1776— with all 
the beet qualities of the horse kept steadily in view. It was not long af¬ 
ter the establishment of the breed before two classes of horses were 
separated aad bred Independently. These are nags, or horses used pri¬ 
marily uuder the saddle, and trotters , or horses exclusively In shafts or 
before wheeled vehicles. A subdivision of the latter claas Is naturally 
made, accoidiug to the sl/.e of the animals, aud the larger ones are 
those which I especially admire-tbe carriage horses. 

It Is well to observe in passing that uo sires are, or have been, used 
which are not directly descended from the Arablau stallion Smetauka, 
imported by Couut Orloff, aud indeed from Barss, a grandson of Bine- 
tanka, oud a natural trotter. The pedigrees of these horses are kept 
with accuracy, and represent from any seven to ten generations. 1 ant 
uot sufficiently familiar with the facts to state positively that occasional 
out-crosses have not been taken, nor Indeed that they may not now be 
taken occasionally. If they are, the course of breeding pursued haa 
beeu so excellent, as shown 0/ its results, that I should have confidence 
that out-crosses would be taken with great discrimination, aud tbe pro¬ 
geny proved, before the blood would tie used In good studs, lu the Im¬ 
perial stud of Kretiova, the very best breeding talent Is employed. 

These horses are surperlallve in their characteristics. In the on© 
quality of speed they are surpassed by a small per ceutage of our 
trotting horses, hut in their average speed they greatly surpass Ameri¬ 
can horse*, and I believe 1 am fully witbiu bounds when 1 say that they 
surpass our trotting families, the best of them. 

The horse Sobol, which I imported last year for Mr- Robins Battell 


for Itirtlnuce. was selected for beauty aud elegance of style and carriage, 
together with other geuerul good qualities, lie proves to possess de¬ 
cided trod ug powers; at least we must conclude so, considering that 
he has made, with no training, 8:48 on a common road, and shows 
about equal speed when drawing a light snlky or substantial wagon 
carrying two person*. That I am not alone in my estimate of bis good 
qualities—though 1 admit that 1 am. as a witues*. greatly prejudiced In 
his favor, as well a* very willing toconviuce other gentlemen that they 
canuot do belter than to follow Col. Battell'* lead In Importing others 
—I append ao extract from a letter received a few months ago from one 
of the most discriminating stock raiser* of New Euglaod. 11s says: 
"The opportunity which Mr. BatlelTs enterprise presents, enables 
breeders to achieve, through this out-cross with Orloff blood, better 
structure, style and habitude than we could hope to obtain by home se¬ 
lections in mauy generations." tl . 

Again, alluding to a fine horse of one of the moat famous families or 
Aiuericau trotters, be says; "Although possessing so many desirable 
qualities, yet for family use, or as au euduring roadster, he la not com- 

S arable to tills Russian, having ueliher the temper, hardihood, wonder- 
ul soundness, or the grandeur of style and half humau intelligence;" 
and adds: 

"If you desire the excitement of maintaining the lead on tho road 
with a light vehicle, or to indulge In the tornado of a brush in your 
sulky, the American trotter is unsurpassed. We, who have families 
that relish as keenly ** ourselves the tranquil excitement of long 
drives and good pace, and Dial besides possess testhetic Uste, that 
prompts the adoption of style and grace, will also desire an intelligent 
beast, that I* not everlastingly struggling to Jump out of the harness 
Just because a sparrow chances lo flutter on a bush by tbe roadside. 
To me there Is something Irresistible in the grace of action and the 
consciousness of power with which this Urloff Bohol moves. • • • 

The overwhelming attention which has beeu bestowed lu this country 
on the attribute of spued, has delayed the cultivation of the harmony 
of structure, style, speed and docility which Bobol Illustrates. Our 
principle of selection has given us animals eminent In spirit and 
activity, bnt associated with deficient loin, attenuated muscle, aud 
grual liability to funciional maladies of the locomotive system." 

In all of which, I need hardly say, that 1 agree.

('Iiamploti ami Stock Uot; Classes. 

BY ARNOLD Bt'ROK*. 

There are two matter* connected with our bench show* which we 
think demand serious consideration if they are to he made practically 
beneficial to exhibitors. We refer to the champion and stock do* 
classes which iu our oplttion have been hitherto established upon a 
wrong basis. In the first place it is impossible to make n genuine 
champion class iu the full aud broad sense of the term, because to do 
this would require the entry of dogs of nil the different breeds in one 
class, and as. for instance, a Gordon and English setter differ too widely 
to be judged by the same standard, it must uecessarily follow that a 
number of standards will have to lie used or some individuals will be 
unfairly treated, aud where thing* come to such a pass as this, there is 
but one step, and n very short oue at that, ere we cross the boundary 
and settle the whole matter by ihe prejudice of the Judge in favor of 
one breed over others. Of course any judge can tell which dog of a 
number conies nearest to his idea of what a dog should be; but us the 
OQMltdn in judging a mixed class of good dogs. (.and n 
champion class will naturally comprise the very be*t specimens), 
is, does this dog come uearcr to the true type of an Euglloh setter than 
that dog does to the true Uordou, we see at once that selection by per¬ 
sonal standard is not applicable. We do uot believe there is a sport# 
man in the couutry that does not prefer some one breed tp all others, 
and we do uot any more believe that a man can be found who is caps 
ble of doing justice to a mixed class, coutalulug his own favorites and 
doge be comparatively dislikes. This is tbo reason that the champion 
classes as they have been urrauged at some of our shows, have given 
such dissatisfaction and provoked the cry of unfair treatment, a very 
serious injury to the intercet* of such exhibitions, since they tire not 
yet established upou a sufficiently llrui 4 f outing in this country to 
defy the sentiments of their patrous. 

The uiiestlou mav be asked what good do champion classes do. uud 
would it uot be well to abolish them altogether? We thiuk not. If 
properly iirr.'iugrd champion clashes cun be made very useful by hiltlOV 
ing sure prize winners from competition with coming dogs. When a 
dog of superior quality is brought out and sweeps the Add of first prizes 
at different shows, breeders naturally become afraid to 
enter their young dogs against him. aud thus If there is 
no class limitation, one “mug hunter” may be the means of prevent¬ 
ing promising young dogs being shown until he is shelved by old age. 
Now a cbauipiou class with a proper staudnrd for eligibility will lake 
out of the way all such invulnerable*; but here the que-iiou comes in. 
what shall (he standard be? The directors of the New York show have 
made it the winning of one ffrst prize; this we think wroug. because 
too severe. Some allowance should be tuude for the place and circum¬ 
stances under which the priz- i* won. A dog may wiu ffrst ttt a show 
where he has uo competition, or he may win at a show of so litlle im¬ 
portance that the competition Is very small, lie may not even pretend 
to cbauipiou honors, yet by this rule he is barred from entry iu a class 
suited to his quality, aud forced into one where be is certain of defeat. 
tt position few breeders will consent to see their dogs placed In. A 
young dog may win first iu upuppy clue# lo day. and next week at anoth¬ 
er show where this rule prevails, be obliged to euter against fully ma¬ 
tured dogs with which he will naturally have no chance. Now we 
would suggest as a remedy for these evils, ffrst, that a dog shall uot hi 
barred from open classes till he is at least two amt a half yearn old. 
Secondly that he shall not be so barred till he has won three first prizes 
against competitors .it shows held uuderthe National KennelClub rules; 
but ou the o'.her build we would leave the champion class open lo all win¬ 
ners of one first prize if they desire to euter, ana we would make such en¬ 
try aud competition in a champion class a bar to open classes thereafter. 

Already the impropriety of mixed clnsse** hat become apparent, uud 
at some shows championships have been allowed for each strain. This 
is oue step Iu the right direction, and if proper and Just standards of 
eligibility are chosen, wo shall see the stumbling block removed from 
before exhibitors feet aud cbauipiou classes become as popular as their 
dignity warrants. 

The trouble with stock dog and brood bitch classes Is that there is no 
limit set to the age of the progeny shown with sire or clam. At first 
eight this may seem uot materiul. as the older the progeny are the bet 
ler show they will make. Of course very young pups are uot fit sub¬ 
jects for judgment, since no one can predicate from their present ap 
pearauce what they will be when mature. We once saw a show Judge 
prove bis unfitness for the posttlou he held, by calling hi* col 
leagues attention to the head* of a month old litter of 
pups, as a reason their sire should he awarded the 
stock dog cap—an absurdity no practical judge would be 
guilty of. The object managers have In arranging their programmes is 
naturally to Induce the largest possible number of entries, the classes 
should then be so limited as to give all slock dogs and brood bitches a 
fair show, and this can only be doue by an age clause which while it 
allows the showing of progeny old enough for their quality to be fairly 
Judged, will bar fully matured animals. Iu our opinion tbe limitation 
ehonld be for twelve months and under. Dogs at from six to twelve 
months show fairly well what they will he, nut still they can very 
seldom compete with dogs of two and three years old. We very often 
hear meu say they would like to enter the stock classes, bui tlieir six 
months or over pups will have no show Against old dogs. This it is 
that makes the stock classes smaller than they would otherwise be and 
thus reduces their usefulness, certainly there are no more important 
classes, since they call out the proofs of the power the dogs have to be¬ 
get slock as good or better than themselves, tbe very point breeders are 
roost interested in, and Its oue upon wrlilch tbe real value of our stock 
animals must depend. _

Auolher “storm iu a tea cup” has burst over the peaceful serenity 
that for the last few week* haw been permitted by the Fates lo settle 
around tbe wraii*ling, Jangliug world of dogs. Mr Frank Adcock, a 
pereou who has for several years rendered himself exceeding unpopular 
in the bulldog fancy, aud who indulge* iu periodical exhibitions of the 
"cloven hoof. ' has uuce again poked to Hie front that unholy limb. 
Ou the ears of American sportsmen tbe uaiue of Mr Frank Adcock 
may fall a* uninteresting, as it does among forty nine--uftlcih* of their 
brother sportsmen of lie olu world; ami but that canine topic# are u( 
present so few and far between. 1 would uot uow give it tlmt liupor 
tauco of publicity which it so little deserve*. Mr. Adcock, theu. tins 
been an enthusiast for some year* iu the mailer of bulldogs, but hi* 
views—1 should uot use the word in the plural fur the singularity of 
his views is very prououiiced -are so boldly opposed to nearly every oue 
else*, that 111 order to keep bis name aud bla clew before thu world be 
has bad to work almost single banded. As he can flud uo oue to lick 
bis cub, so be has to lick all the more blmneii; but It is a sickly unrs- 
ling which must surely die of consumption, pans away, aud leave "uot 
a fabric of a vision behind.” 

Mr. Adcock‘a “hobbyrag ' is to Improve (?) the bulldog back to what 
he suppose* it whs like when the Kouiaus carried 
the “broad mouthed dog* of Britain” back with them to take part in 
the bloody scenes of the amphitheatre; and Iu order to recast tbe dog 
in its pristine mould—If any such absurdity were possible—had the 
audacity to import a great cro?* eared Spanish mongrel, ram It before 
the public, breed from it. and being on tbe committee ou tbe Keuuel 
Club, otherwise puff it up; all Ihe whiledeclnring himself the champion 
for purity of blood, aud the arrester of degeneration. Iu order to carry 
out his pluu* he east every discredit oil the nogs of the day and sneezed 
at those who bred aud owned them; but ull this sort of thing brought 
him litlle good aud no glory. Bull dog men fur and wide could see that 
though wrong. Mr. Adcock wa* a most daugcrou* enemy, aud so, in 
order to guard their fancy and keep the old original type -banded 
dowu from ages past Iu nn almost religious state of purity—free from 
coiiUmiuatiou of tbe blood of Spanish bull ring mastiffs, formed 
themselves into the new Bull-dog Club. Uf this club, Mr. Veru Shaw, 
the owner of the bitch Stiug. recently engraved with Bachus iu your 
columns, is a leading member; he is an ardent admirer of the real bull¬ 
dog, and also of tbe null terrier: and In hi* determination to possess 
the very best specimens of both breeds, lias opened wide—very wide - 
tne strings of his nurse; aud possessing us be does, such enviable 
specimens a* Smasher, Sepoy. Sixpence, Sugar. Sallust, Turqiiin and 
Nupper, together with a host of others, it is nothing to be wondered at 
lbut the editor of the London Field should have selected from the ken¬ 
nel* certain specimens for illustration, but. tbe liounr thus put upou 
Mr. Shaw is too much for Mr. Adcock's equilibrium; his “eighty one 
tons” of Jealous, spiteful animosity has found vent in two letters to tbe 
Field couched in the most lamentable waul of taste, lie accuses tbe 
editor (“Stonebeuge") of ignorance aud partiulfty; charges the artist 
with paiuliug deficiencies mto ideal beauties; he impugns the honor of 
Mr. SlittW aud his uucle (Rev. U. F. Hudson) who awarded one of his 
(togs a prize at Bristol, designates the members of the Bull dog Club as 
“babes and sucklings," and altogether most effectually succeed* ill 
paint lug himself iu his true colors. “Stonehenge." well knowu as a 
writer of ability aud worth, is not "the sort of man" to allow such ill- 
conditioned behaviour to pass uiicantigated. and accordingly he bos 
whipped Mr. A. right soundly, us he d«*t rved; he ha* told him pretty 
Htruigbi he is oue of those correspondents who only “require sufficieiii 
rope." etc., aud that he declines further argument with a person who is 
iguorunt of Hie fact that courtesy should be observed in discussion* be¬ 
tween gentlemen 

Dachshund* don't appear to be *o violent u rage now, a* they were a 
short time hack, and iu this there, is little to wonder at. for ihe more 
(heir points are unravelled disentangled, perhaps. 1* abetter word - 
tbe more nre they shrouded iu blissful doubt and Ignorance. Several 
German writers have joined the fray, but the questiou "What (ha 
dachshund?" ia In a more unsettled state than ever; one will maintain 
most warmly in favor of the high peaked occiput, and the long, peudu 
lous ears of tbe bloodhound; a second declares such peculiarities to be 
diametrically opposite to the correct thing; a third tells us both are 
proper—one being a dachshund hound and the other a dachshund 
terrier, and it would not surprise me. a wink, to dnd a fourth spring up 
aud gravely inform u* that neither are the proper article. Personally I 
don't care a straw which type will eventually gain the day, for lii^the 
first place I've no love for baudy-legged deformities and secondly tbe 
best is sure to win.

The coming show season does not promise to be so heavy as last; the 
fixture* will not be so numerous, because many of those last year did 
not pay. Maidstone will uot be repeated for oue. and considering tbe 
swindling hotel churges, undphe non payment of the judges expenses, 
it is hardly to be regretted. “Heads I win and tails you loose," Is un¬ 
fortunately the inotto with too many promoters. Cork I* another show 
which 1 fear we shall uot have again, though uot ou account of not 
meeting their liabilities, in the matter of which there is uot a breulh 
against them. 

A fox terrier show of unparalellud magnitude is to be held at Lillie 
Bridge uuder the immediate direction i-f the newly formed Fox Ter¬ 
rier Club, but it Is difficult to prognosticate with what success as the 
judges are sure to be selected from the mambers, a system which does 
not command enough coutideuce among outsiders. It I* pieasiug to uote 
the awards will be made iu public with open catalogue and single 
handed ; systems, which a;e uow iu almost universal respect. 

Judging by points will iu ail probability be entirely abandoned; the 
Bull Dog Club and the Duudie DUtmout Club have renounced the sys¬ 
tem a* impracticable, which I have always declared would he the cu-e. 
Practically a Judge always does decide by points -he balances by gen 
eral appearances the points of oue competitor against the points of 
soother, aud this is as it should be. If a judge caunot decide thus, be 
cannot in my opinion judge at all. Wherever the plan has been adopted 
tbe awards have been just us open to criticism; for eveu doctors will 
disagree and honestly so too.

lUiie Blood. 

BY DOU WHIP. 

Whatever blue blood may ineau a* applied lo dogs Is a questiou 
easier asked than answered. I believe, however, the term wan first ap¬ 
plied to dogs of the Laverack and Field Trial breed*, which were first 
imported in 1874; but of late it has been u*ed by m arly every owner of 
almost any kind of dog in the country. 1 believe the term to he cor¬ 
rectly applied to any domestic animal that is purely and truly bred to 
its own particular kind and strain; aud while any animal that is so bred 
has just as good claim to tbe name a* any other, yet speaking of blue 
blooded dog* as understood at tbe present lime, points more particu¬ 
larly to such dogs and their progeoy as are of a few particular strains in 
Britain and of very recent importation to this country. For my 
own part I care nothing for the term. I think it would have been bet¬ 
ter if It had never come in use; much better to my thinking had our 
dogs been known by the name of their breed aud tbe name of the 
strain In the breed they bcloug to, than to have given them a name 
which la so indefinite and which every man is quite at liberty to pnt bis 
owd construction on, and claim be is correct in so doing. To tell some 
meu claiming that their doga are blue bloods that they are uot Is sim¬ 
ply to Insult them. Many of um think we have the best; we all try to 
nave: hence all the controversy over bine blood vs. native of which we 
have bad almost enough; many perhaps think too much. Still It must 
be remembered on the other hand If nothing had ever been said about 
the Field Trial breed. Plnnket, etc., etc., none of them would have 
been In this country to day. Some may say we would 
he Just aa well off without them. Well, perhaps I need 
not inform my readers that I am one who thinks differently. That we 
had good dog* before tbe present rage for Importing fine bred dogs, I 
am quite willing lo admit; bat that ihe American pointers and setters 
were as good as a whole as have been recently imported from Britain I 
cannot and will uot admit. My readers will say. Oht you are a blue 
blood man and are prejudiced. Yes, I am Just (hat, every word aud 
letter of It, and as for as domestic animals are concerned, I hope I al¬ 
ways shall be. 

Home say that American dog* have been Just a* well and carefully bred 
as the recently Imported dogs only their pedigrees have uot beeu aa 
carefully preserved, which is silly and empty talk. How on earth does 
a man know how his dog is bred if he has not an authenticated pcdl- 
Igreeofhlmr What would the eminent English breeders say If we 
talked like that to them? Naturally enongh Just what I now say, It 
may suit those who «ay so, it don't tt|l my hill, It is to me most 
amusing to see how many of the owners of native doga have written 
and spoken against the recently Imported ones, and this Iu many cases, 
I say it fearless of contradiction, without having any practical knowl 
edge of whal they are speaking or writing about Une will aay that we 
are fools for paying such soma of moooy aa wo do for bluo blooded 
doga; another wa nave quite aa good and better amongst oar natives, to 
be tiad for nothing;and another, we Americana are being ntcdly fleeced 


by the English sportsiueu paying them such prices as we do, and with 
the numerous other except Iona which are takeu to blue blooded doga 
and their importers. To these objections I have to oay tbe American 
dogs as a class are not nearly as good field dogs a* those recently 
imported; some. I believe are and it would be Idle 
nouaeuse to *sy to the couirary; and a* for beauty, 
the haudsonieat of the uative dogs lo my mind bear no comparison to 
tile handsomest of tbe blue blood*, but perhaps even iu this we cannot 
all see alike. There are handsome- aud ugly. good slid bad on both 
sides, but the blue blood* have the less number of bud aud ugly ones. 

I huveseen and have owued some good looking and good native*; hut 
what nondescripts 1 have seen 1 will here uot pretend to say, frieud 
Shamrock you »u.% some of them at the last Memphis trial*. 

Now. ss lo the prices paid and asked for blue blooded dogs by Amor 
leans to KugllNii sportsmen. I have simply to tell you, uiy American 
frit-mis. that you can go to England uud purchase a dog of a noted 
breeder there just tut cheap as Ida brother Englishman cun purchase it. 
but uo cheaper or uo duster; and you will also find there ure some 
dog* there which you can't buy at all whether you lie au American or a 
Britisher. It Is not long since thul a Laverack setter was Bold in Eng¬ 
land at public a action for £181) * ter i I tig and to an Fnglls/iman. It Ta 
only a few weeks since that Mr. LleweTliu refused vfoo guinea* lor bis 
chumpinn bitch Pauls, and this was from au Englishman, i commit* 
aioned a friend of mine to shake ten (10) £10 Bunk of England uotes 
at Idiu for Leda; tt could not budge her. From IttU lo J51U0 are com¬ 
mon price* amongst Englishmen for their best stratus of dog*. Homo 
will say Us all tiouseuse. the dogs ure not worth it. 1 grant to some 
people they are not. hut to those who want them they are h<-camie 
they eau't be bought for less. There are ninny men who would not 
have the choice of my keuuel at a gift, and I don't care to stale -here 
what it would cost u man to have his choice. 

Well, imported blue blooded dog* are becoming the fashion, and 
fashion 1* an awful tyrant; lie hold* ull tbe time leu ‘bousaud time* 
more slave* in bondage tlmn ever were held at. one time iu the United 
Slates. There Is uo use kicking sgaiust him. gentlemen; you are all 
falling luto the rauks as fust a* >uu can. To go against fashion one 
might just a* well attempt to stop the tide with a pitchfork. The 
American sportsmen are bound m> try the Idue blooded dog* mid try 
them they will whatever may come; and 1 candidly believe those 
who have tried tbein ure satisfied with them uinl will stick to them 
till something belter turn* up, and theu the tyrant fashion will chauge 
sgalu and we shall all follow him.

THE CHICAGO FIELD. 
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WHY. 

“Whut unmatched 'form and feature of blown youth' 
could have furnished a sufficiently powerful brain and gen¬ 
erous heart to have drafted this section, inquires Mr. 
Greene Smith, referring to the clause in the game law now 
before the Illinois State legislature, which prohibits the 
shipment to any person outside of the state of more than one 
dozen birds in one day. 

We do not propose to discuss the question from the politi¬ 
cal stand point which Mr. Smith introduces into it when he re¬ 
marks “these game lawsuggeslresof Illinois must be in favor 
of State rights by a large majority," since it is generally 
acknowledged that a state has the right to regulate its in¬ 
ternal affairs so long as they do not conflict with the Na¬ 
tional Government, but we shall answer him from a politic 


The hearts of the sportsmen of Illinois who recognize the 
fitness and necessity of thiB clause, as well as those of the 
"unmatched form and feature of blown youth which fur¬ 
nished a sufficiently powerful brain and generous heart 
to draft this section," are no less large and 
generous thun Mr. Smith's, or those of the sportsmen of 
any other state where such a law does not exist. To charge 
a lack of generosity as the incenlive to such a measure is as 
ungenerous as it is puerile, and before making the charge 
if Mr. Smith had acquainted himself with the necessity 
which compelled it we think he would have recognized 
the wisdom of it. 

The sportsmen of Illinois are ever ready to welcome to 
their state those of another stale, and we think those who 
have ever visited us will acknowledge this fact. It 
was not to exclude them; and the framers of the bill made 
special provisions to enable them to remember their friends 
at home when they inserted the clause allowing the ship¬ 
ping by any one person of one dozen birds each day. Few 
sportsmen, we think, would care to be compelled to do even 
this much everv day. for they usually come to Illinois for the 
pleasure of shooting, not for the profit in the game they 
shoot. When returning home each sportsman could take in 
his hands five dozens if he liked, as the law does not prevent 
him carrying as many as he is able to, but prevents the 
shipping by expresss or freight of more than one dozen in 

oue day. ... ... . , 

Why was this clause enacted? Because the unmatched 
form and feature of blown youtu” of the assembled repre¬ 
sentatives of the different clubs delegated to take action in 
the matter were aware of the fact that annually the game 
of Illinois is rapidly decreasing—not by the ordinary vicissi¬ 
tudes to which the" game birds of the slate are subjeted, 
but to the forays and incursions of market shooters from 
neighboring slates, who come with the open season and de¬ 
part with its close; who while within the borders of the state 
mercilessly slay. Seeing at the flush of the birds notsomany 
birds but so much money over the sights of their guns, and 
having no interest in the preservation of the game of the 
state, but looking to the filling of their pockets at the pres¬ 
ent to the sacritice of the future, these itinerant market 
shooters were fast decimating our game birds. It was there¬ 
fore necessary that something should be done, and this was 
why the “unmatched form and feature of blown youth 
furnished a sufficiently powerful brain and generous heart 
to draft this section.” 

The game laws of Iowa and Kansas contain a clause ex¬ 
actly similar, and yet we never heard their generosity ques¬ 
tioned; nor have we found reason to believe it does not ex 
ist. On the contrary, in both states we were most cordially 
welcomed, never more so, and were assured that sportsmen 
were always welcome; and for their sincerity we nave the 
evidence of others. Ask the Hon. E. II. Lathrop and 8. T. 
Hammond, of Springfield, Mass., Mr. Smith, if they 
found lack of cordiality in the reception they 
received in Iowa last September from Mr. T. A. 
Wilcox and the other sportsmen of Cedar Rapids; and yet, 
Mr. Smith, it took the same “unmatched form and feature 
of blown youth” to "furnish a sufficiently powerful brain 
and generous heart” to draft that section of the game law 
for Iowa. Like the sportsmen of Illinois those of Iowa and 
Kansas were compelled to protect themselves from the itin¬ 
erant marauders which devastated their game birds, leaving 
in thei. tracks fire-brands in the hearts of the farmers against 
the sportsmen, for these arc the "unmatched form and 


five days ten thoumnd dozens of birds were shipped from one 
station. The effect of the law was soou visible. Last year 
the prairie chickens, protected from Ibeir merciless destroy¬ 
ers. were sufficiently plentiful to allow an average shot to 
make a good bag. Let us, therefore, as sportamen be glad 
that in Kansas there was an “unmatched form and feature of 
blown youth,” which had “a sufficiently powerful brain and 
generous heart" to draft such a section—one fraught with 
such good. As for Iowa, let the sportsmen of that stale say 
whether the law has not been beneficial. 

With the itinerant market shooters Mr. Greene Smith's 
objections will find special favor; with the sportsmen in¬ 
trusted with the protection of game, it will not. 

“New Yorkers must deny themselves the luxury 

of Illinois prairie chickens, and the poultry 

raisers of Illinois must consume their own 

fowls," says Mr. Smith. To the rirst portion of 
the paragraph our reply is, sportsmen of New York among 
the sportsmen of Illinois you will find generous hearts and 
a warm welcome; the law was not framed to 
keep you out, but rather that when you come 
you may And something saved from the Vandals 
that you cun shoot. That portion about the Illi¬ 

nois poultry raisers is loo deep for us; if intended as a joke we 
don’t see it; if a conundrum we give it up. siqpe the laws 
of Illinois legislate not for “fowls." Mr. Smith will have to 
furnish us with an “unmatched form and feulure of blown 
youth,” with “a brain sufficiently powerful" to elucidate it. 

Mr. Smith further asks: " IIow would it do for the 
Empire State to enact laws prohibiting the shipping of more 
than one dozen to any’one person without the state, on any 
one day of mackerel, shad, halibut, oysters, clams, lobsters, 
etc. We regret that we fail to see the unalogy, and as we 
have made this now longer than we intended we will, if Mr. 
Smith desires it, tell him in a future issue why. 

Cute too the Opening Point ok the Trotting Season.— 
The present outlook betokens that a large number of the 
best trotting horses in the country, with many others quali¬ 
fied to lake part in the slower classes, will assemble at Dex¬ 
ter Park early in the season prior to the Summer meetings. 
Advices to Col. Mansur announce that Budd Dohle and 
John Splan will lay over and participate in the Summer 
meeting, and in all probability the Maces, Dan and Ben, 
who have signified their intention of entering at Detroit,will 
also attend. They have strong stables and with other grand 
additions a state of affairs highly interesting to horsemen 
and the public will be brought about. The second Summer 
meeting may be considered the opening point of the 
trotting campaign, and probably no annual gather¬ 
ing of trotters attracts a more wide spread and 
general interest, from the fact that a large number 
of turfmen both East and West, scent to have fixed upon it 
as the occasion for the first appearance of their reserve 
forces of very fast "dark" horses. The effect of bringing to¬ 
gether so much of this element haa been highly sensational.

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Deer Hunting. 

BY UED-WINll. 

Of all American field sport* deer bunting is the must ex- 
hileruting, tbe most magnificent—with the exception, possi¬ 
bly of elk or moose hunting—of any sport accessible to the 
greater portion of American sportsmen. It is the pastime 
almost above nil others which requires a keen eye, steady 
nerve and perfect knowledge of wood-craft, attainable only 
through long years of practice and of careful observation. 
In like degree it is one of the pastimes most susceptible to 
base and cruel butchery; where "the gentle craft of venerie 
may be degraded to mere pol-bunling." Rightly pursued, 
it is the amusement par excellence of the devoted, manly 
lover of field sports, demanding the exercise of great skill, 
hardihood and unflinching nerve. When wrougly pursued, 
wbat more brutal, inhuman or barbarous butchery can be 
named? This is no idle talk or fancy, overwrought picture 
of the base acts too oft committed in the name of sport. 
We sec the dread effects of the wanton slaughter every sea¬ 
son. In the name of humanity and in the best interests of 
one of our grandest American field sports, let us all unite in 
eradicating these base practices which nlonc have served to 
attach something of barbarity fti the pastime. It can in 
great degree be abolished by prompt and united action of 
all true and zealous disciples of Nimrod; all who desire to 
maintain the name and purity of genuine sportsmanship. 

In my bumble opinion still-hunting is the noblest and 
moat manly mode of pursuing deer in this or any other 
country, whereby the keen woodsman by his own unaided 
skill may follow and out-wit the most sagacious and wary of 
its species; where one error or inudvertuut movemenijwould 
spoil all. There is glory, there is honor forthe most skilful 
shot or the most experienced hunter.. No city exquisite 
with immaculate kids and patent leathers, effemininite and 
idle, need ever hope to succeed in this pursuit. It Is the 
pastime of the man, both physically and mentallay, and 
none others need essay a sport fitted 'for and befitting "Na¬ 
ture's own true noblemen." 

There is a rapture, a sense of delicious freedom wholly in¬ 
describable. yet palpable, known to the deer stalker among 
the wide spreading woodlands, with rifle in hand, light crisp 
snow underfoot, a clean sky o'erhead, and the noble quarry 
before him. There is ecstacy, life, buoyancy in the heart 
when to the sharp crack of the unerring ritle, a proud, 
haughty antlered buck, the real monarch of the woods, 
stops short in nis headlong flight, falls to earth in response 
to a ball sped from the grooved rifle in the hands of a true 
woodsman. It is a proud moment and a proud achieve¬ 
ment; how much at variance with the sordid thoughts of 
the pot hunter or poacher, whose highest thought or subli- 
mest sentiment may be summed up in anticipation of mere 
dollars and cents, or even worse, iu boastful talcs of wan¬ 
ton butchery. 

The terrific snows and adamantine snow crusts, which 
served the human tigers in the merciless slaughter of '50, 
will doubtless be fresh in the minds of many Wisconsin 
sportsmen. How for many years thereafter the dearth of 
deer could but be remarked 'by the most casual observer. Then 
came the almost total annihilation of the species throughout 
the woodlands of the fair Badger State. 

The snow had fallen to an unusual depth, the sleet and a 
short period of warm sunshine softened its surface, which 
the next chill night changed to one great sheet of crusty ice, 
capable of bearing tbe weight of men with or without snow- 
shoes, but through which the unfortunate deer broke at 
every step, cutting tbe skin until it hung in shreds from the 
legs of the frightened animals, and the blood dripping at 
every bound from the limbs of the terrified creatures, flying 
for life before the insatiaie beings who pursued them. It 
was a sad and sickening sight, one which must cast a stigma 
upon all who engaged iu the demoniac slaughter, aud cause 
the cheeks of sportsmen to tingle and burn with indignatiou 
or shame at the atrocities committed by fiends in human 
form. These are harsh, biller words, but none others 
would express the deep feeling and righteous anger which 
such scenes, such acts evoke, The next day and the next, in 
truth, during many succeeding days, men and boys were out 
among the helpless animals, killing them in scores for the 
mere sake of killiug, leaving the poor slain deer lying where 
each had fulleu, none of them in truth being in fit condi¬ 
tion to cal, aud the skins utterly worthless. In this wanton 
slaughter guns were frequently dispensed with as being use¬ 
less and cumbersome weapons, an axe, club or 
hatchet serving equally well to brain the vic¬ 
tims. One fiend incarnate is accredited with 

having slain above fifty, in one day, and, to the credit of 
the citizens of that locality be it said, the scoundrel was 
obliged, perforce to quit the county to avoid the hand of 
"judge lynch.” It is a terrible recital, and one on which I 
will not longer dwell; suffice it to say that the etiects of that 
week of butchery, are apparent to this day, though twenty 
years have elapsed, and the former abundance of game may 
never more be required in the limits i f Wisconsin. Such 
another scene, it may safely be asserted, will never again be 
witnessed, even if attempted; the public spirit, impelled by 
the strong influence of the sporting fraternity throughout the 
State, would at once check and suppress any similar outrage. 

The writer hereof has been greatly amused upon sundry 
occasions, at the reminiscences of deer-hunting, as given by 
experts, as well as tyro's. One anecdote which is well worth 
repetition, is that told so inimitably by Henry G., one of the 
keenest and most successful deerstalkers of my acquaint¬ 
ance. In the early days of sport and sporting in Wisconsin, 
soon after it had merged from the territorial form, to the 
rights and title of a State, a young pioneer with little cxjie- 
rience or tastes in sporting matters, determined, like Hia¬ 
watha of old, to kill “a deer with antlers." To this end and 
purpose forth into the forest straightway walked the would 
be hunter, armed to the teeth, and prepared fot an encoun¬ 
ter with the savage denizens of tbe woodlands. Game was 
plenty, and he hud not traveled far ere a fine deer sprang 
to his feet but a short distance from the spot where the 
mighty hunter stood, holding his rifle upon his shoulder and 
gazing wistfully at the deer before him. "Here’s a pretty 
mess, mused our hero while the deer, after a few short 
bounds, turned and faced the intruder with commingled cu¬ 
riosity and fear. “Just my luck," muttered the discomfited 
hunter, "never have a gun when I gelsight of a deer. What 
a splendid shot that would be, I could chop the deer right 
in bis tracks at that, distance. That's what 1 call the mean¬ 
est kind of luck," and to emphasize his words he brought 
down his foot vigorously, whereupon the wary creature 
hounded away into the forest, and in an instant wus lost to 
sight. By the same movement our hunter brought his rifle 
from bis shoulder nearly dropptug it *o the ground in bis 
surprise at having in hi* hand tbe weapon he longed for. It 
was bis last, hunting exploit, at least for some time, ns he 
retained no Impression that deer-shooting was not bis forte. 

Another amateur N iturod ventured forth into the forest 


with a younger companion one fine Autumn day, in quest 
of game, but having very little taste for genuine spurt, 
watched intently for signs of coon, and gave little heed to 
deer. The younger lad keeping a sharp lookout for large 
game, soon espied a deer, which sprang nimbly to its feet, 
and stood gazing at the two young hunters. The boy in 
advance having no gun, carefully sank downward toward 
the level of the bushes, that his elder companion might fire 
over his reclining form at the deer, but after waiting until 
the creature bounded away and hearing no shot, the little 
fellow turned round with an enquiring glance to ascertain 
why his fellow had not fired. Imagine his surprise at be¬ 
holding the elder lad intently gazing into the tree tops in 
the immediate vicinity in total ignorance that any game had 
becu afoot; nor would he believe the assertions of his more 
observing companion, until the fresh tracks in the newly 
fallen snow compelled him reluctantly to admit. 


The Colorado Game Law. 


He it enacted by the General Aetembly of tbe State of Colorado: 

Section 1. No person shall kill, ensnare, net or trap with¬ 
in this state, any quail, wild turkey, curlew, plover, lark, 
dove; whip-poor-will, finch, thrush, sparrow, wren, marlin, 
swallow, snow bird, bobolink, “red-winged” blackbird, 
crow, raven, turkey-buzzard, robin, or any insectivorous 
birds, except that partridge, pheasant, prairie-chicken, 
prairie lieu, or grouse, may be shot from October 1 to No¬ 
vember 10 of each year; and if at any time any person shall 
be found in possession of any partridge, prairie hen or 
prairie chicken, or grouse, at any other time than the dates 
above mentioned, or any others of the fowls or birds men¬ 
tioned in this section, at any time, it shall be prima facie 
evidence that the same was killed, netted, ensnared, or 
trapped by such person, in violation of the provisions of 
this act; provided that this section shall not be construed 
to prohibit any person importing or dealing in quail, par¬ 
tridge, prairie hen, prairie chicken, pheasant, wild turkey, 
imported into this state from any other stale or territory; 
and provided further that this act shall not prohibit any pro¬ 
fessional taxidermist from killing birds or animals for pres¬ 
ervation in cabinets or museums. And such professional 
taxidermists shall be exempt from the penalties of tbe fol¬ 
lowing sections, upon making satisfactory proof that the 
birds or animals so killed have been preserved as aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. Any person who shall violate any of the provisions 
of the first section of this act, shall be guilty of a mis¬ 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be fined in a 
sum not less than five dollars nor more than fifty dollars, 
with costs of suit, and shall be prosecuted and puuisbed in 
the same manner as in other cases of misdemeanor; one-hall 
of the fine in such cases shall be paid to tbe person inform¬ 
ing against such offender, and the other half to the treasurer 
of the county in which the offense was committed, and be¬ 
come a part of the school fund \ prodded, that if such in¬ 
formant shall not demand the same within thirty days after 
such fine shall be paid, or collected, the whole of such fine 
shall be paid to such treasurer and applied to such school fund 

Sue. 3. No person shall kill, ensnare or trap, any elk, 
buffalo, deer, fawn, antelope, mountain sheep, or bison, 
within this stale, between the first day of January and the 
first day of September in each and every year. Any person 
offending against the provisions of this section shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof, 
be fined in a sum not less than twenty-five dollar's for each 
elk, huffalo, deer, antelope, mountain sheep, or bison, so 
unlawfully shot, trapped or ensnared. Oue-half of said fine 
shall be paid to the informer and the other half to the 
school fund, as provided in section two (2) of this act. And 
if any of the above named animals shall be killed by a dog 
or dogs, the owner or keeper of such dog or dogs shall be 
held responsible, and may be punished in the same manner 
as if be had killed the animal himself. And it shall be un¬ 
lawful for any person or persons to ship out of this stale, 
any of the game, birds or animals mentioned in this act at 
any time, for speculative purposes. Any one offending 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon con¬ 
viction thereof, shall be fined in a sum not less than double 
the value of the game so shipped out of the state, or may 
be imprisoned, at the discretion of the court, not to exceed 
sixty days, or both fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 4. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, at 
any other time than that specified in the preceding section, 
to kill, destroy, or have in possession, any animal named in 
the foregoing section, for any purpose or under anv pretext 
whatsoever, except for food; and then only when necessary 
for immediate use, governed in amount and quantity by the 
reasonable necessities of the persons killing such animal. 

Sec. 5. It shall not be lawful for any person to kill, en¬ 
snare or trap in the enclosure of any other person any elk, 
deer, antelope, mountain sheep, or any game whatsoever, 
at any time without the consent of the owner. Any one 
violating the provisions of this section shall be subject to a 
fine not to exceed one hundred dollars, and not less than 
twenty-five dollars for every such offense so committed. 
Said fine shall be paid into the school fund of the county 
in which suid offense was committed, and in case of refusal 
or neglect of any person so convicted to pay the fine above 
slated he shall be confined in the county jail one day for 
every three dollars, thereof,until said fine shall be discharged. 

Sec. 0 For the more certain detection and punishment of 
violation of this law it is hereby made the duty of the 
county commissioners, sheriffs and constables, or any other 
person of the several counties, whenever a violation of its 
provisions is brought to their knowledge, to file or cause to 
be filed an affidavit before a justice of the peace or other 
competent tribunal, charging the person with the offense 
committed. And thereu(mn a warrant shall issue for the 
arreBl of the person so charged and trial shall be had as in 
Other cases. And this section shall he a full protection to 
any such officer who make the affidavit or causes the same 
to be made in good faith, or upon the statement of a reputa¬ 
ble citizen of the county. 

Sec. 7. That any person who shall kill any hawk or any 
number of hawks within this state shall receive a premium 
of twenty-five cents for each hawk so killed, to be paid out 
of the state treasury, which premium shall be paid by the 
county treasurer upon presentation of head of said hawk or 
hawks, and the amount so paid out by said county treasurer 
shall be credited to said county treasurer by the stale treas¬ 
urer npon the sworn statement of suid county treasurer as 
to the number of hawks killed and paid for in his county. 

Sec. 8. All prior acts inconsistent with the provisions of 
this uet are hereby repealed. Inasmuch as there is not now 
in existence a law sufficient to prevent the killing of game 
and insectivorous birds in this state, it is tbe sense of this 
general assembly that an emergency exists requiring this 
act to lake effect without delay, therefore this act shall be¬ 
come a law immediately upon its passage.

"fetch” aud talk baby to it, and that he entirely neglected 
her aud the children, at times bestowing all his eatresses on 
the dog and then ugaiu beating it unmercifully.

In time Sain, came to the store oue. day with the dog, and 
two guns one his own and one borrowed for me, and 1 con¬ 
cluded to go shooting with him. I had never fired anythin? 
more than a pistol 4th of July, but 1 had some curiosity lo 
see what Sam was going lo do with that dog. We started 
and if I had even doubted Sam's sanity iu; 
first experience in the days sport convinced me 
that be was wrong in the upper story. We walked out of 
town and shortly came to a short growth of grass abutting 
upon the edge of a corn field; the dog seemed delighted, 
rau along in front of us moving to the right and lo the 
left, wriggling his body and wagging his tail, when all at 
once he made a fine slop aud straightened out like he hail 
eaten starch. Sam says, "Bill, old hoy, do you see that?” 
and walked up to the dog saying "lo-bo! to-Ini!” like he wan 
talking to a fractious horse, anil patted the dog and got 
down on his knees and smoothed his hair saying to me, 
“Bill, he's worth $500—do you see that?

Well, 
Sant loaded up his gun the dog remaining 
with his body ns motionless as if be was dead, with his 
eyes turned up at Sam as much us to say, "for God sake 
don’t shoot uguin.” Whilst Sam was loading h'd say to me 
“Bill, he’s worth a cool thousand! Did you ever see the 
like? By gad, I knew it was in him.” After he got loaded

San. holding the dog by tbe 
collar ordered him to charge, whispered shoot; we blazed 
away and killed and cripplcil ill iu all; and sure enough 
when Sam told the dog, he plunged right in and brought 
out every duck'. 

Sam was now as crazy as a bedbug—such baby talk as lie 
gave that. dog. He curried them nineteen ducks and hi* 
un, and that dog nearly all the way home; about every two 
undred yards lying his gun and ducks down—and taking 
the pup up iu his arms and say, "Bill, lie’s a clipper, I 
wouldn’t take a fortune for him; I knoived it was in him— 
who’d a thought it; I was drunk and crazy when 1 was 
breaken you, wasn't I?"

Aug. 10th I am not aware 
who the author of the bill is, but if he had consulted any of 
iftc clubs in this or adjoining counties they would have ad- 
yuci. placing Jackson, St. Croix, Pierce and Barron coun- 
ties in the list, as those with these first mentioned,constitute 
the chicken fields of the Stale. ' ‘ ule 

I think the law a good one, and should be made 
general throughout the State. Last year at least one-tbird 
or the covies we found were not more than half grown 
and we left many without firing a shot. Our hunting was 
done principally between the 10th and 25th. It will be a 
very easy matter for our sportsmen to visit Jackson or St 
Croix counties; a two hours ride by rail will take them there' 

A days drive will take them into Barron county, probably 
lbe best nunttng and trout fishing field in the northwest 
Many, of course, will take advantage of the law and go there 
on the 10th.
